The above startling theory was ad- 


vanced by a well known' detective today.

"From the moment of Chris E vims' cap- 
ture he has hud friends at work engi- 
neering his o&ciipe. Among his friends 
are many who would not hesitate to do 
a little train robbing themselves. They 
also knew that in order to get Evans out 
of the Fresno jail, money, and a good 
deal of it, would be required. What 
better plan could he adopted than to 
hold up a train and secure a goodly 
sum? The chances were in their favor 
and while it may not have turned out a 
ancccss financially, it was no fault of 
Evans'. Had the IJnrbank robbers been 
endowed with Chris' Hand they would 
have come out of the scrape with a good 
lump of money.

They are 
wrong. There were four men in the 
job. Two of them run to. Los Angeles, 
and so managed the alliur as to mislead 
the oIIicerH, while the other two, as 
agreed, lost no time in getting to Fresno.

Hid two men, one of whom they claim 
stood guard over l.hu engineer and lire- 
man and Hit- ullinr busily engaged in 
rilling the express car, do all the shoot- 
ing?

The news of H vims' escape was the

"What right had Merritt «« a jailer to 
be absent from the jail without the keys 
in liin pivatjsswn, and what right had 
ShtM-ill' Scott's brother to take Kvans 
out of the tanks at that time, and above 
all things, to allow a stranger to come in 
and see him? 


"The man Morrell ii) the same party 


who has been acting as a detective for 
Chris. 
\Vu have had our eye upon him 


for some lime, but for the past lew days 
he has Iwen out of our sight. 


"As far as I am concerned," contin- 


ued the detective, "1 shall not bother 
any more about Kvans, unless the 
companv orders me to. 1 think he will 
endeavor to reach the coast and attempt 
to escape on some outgoing vessel. " 


Detective Thacker says that the faint- 


ing of Airs. JSvana was only a ruse. He 
declares it to be his belief that Airs. Ev- 
ans carried the revolvers and ammuni- 
tion to her husband, as well as to sup- 
ply him with a goodly sum of money 
which she made from her theatrical 
ventures. Thacker surmises that many 
of Evans' sympathisers have 
given 


large aums to him through Mrs. Evans.

A BOAK1) OF DIUECTOUS ELECTED 


SAN FitANciHco, December 29.—The 


convention of fruit growers of California 
to consider the question of establishing 
a state fruit exchange for market Cali- 
'orn'a fruite, nuts, raisins, etc., met 
:iere this morning. 


B. M. Lelong, as president of the State 


Horticultural Society, called the con- 
vention to order. There were about 150 


oria present. Mr. .Leloiig reviewed 


,he steps which led to the present con- 
vention. A temporary organization of 
,he fruit exchange had been effected by 
ilana which were approved by the late 
convention at Los Angeles. 


John Markley was chosen chairman 


by acclamation, and A. T. Hatch of 
Suisun was elected president, 1J. M. 
Lelong secretary, and IS. AV. Maslin as- 
sistant secretary, The chairman ap- 
pointed committees as follows: Fi- 
nance—Kobe rt Williams of Sacramento, 
A. Gordon of Fresno, A. U Jtaiicroft of 
Contra Costa. On resolutions—II. 1*. 
Stabler of Suiter, X. \V. Motheratl of 
Kings, N. W. Gladden of Sonoma, 1'. 
W. Butler of Placer and K A. Wheeler. 


The morning was taken up by reading 


the reports of committees. A number 
of resolutions were offered and the con- 


dition took a recess. 
At the afternoon session of the fruit 


growers the sentiment was unanimous 
for the organization of a elate fruit ex- 
change.

recognizing the California Fruit Ex- 
change as the authorized representative 
af the fruit growers of California, stat- 
ing the object of the exchange to bo the 
opening of new markets and the exten- 
sion of old onca, obtaining cheaper and 
lietter transportation service, and as a 
financial agent (or procuriug advances 


i dried fruits in store in California. 
The resolutions recommend that all 


co-operative associations of fruit grow- 
:rs and individual producers associate 
Jieiuselvcs with the exchange under a 


tract to pay one-half of ] per cent of 


their sales of dried fruit products fur 
services rendered by the exchange.

A TFIAPHIST REFECTORY. 


Cold uiul Gloamy Sumiumllutii ami u 


Hciiuty Hill of Faro. 


Wo reached the Trappist refectory. A 


great cold room, with whitewashed 
walls and 11 vo long, narrow tables, with 
benches on each side, stretching from 
eud to end, waa the place where tho 
monks took their very frugal wcalf. 
The tables were laid for the first meal. 
There wore 110 cloths, and it is almost, 
needless to add that there wore no nap- 
kins, although these are considered so 
t'sscntial in Franco that even in tho most 
wretched auburge one is usually laid be- 
fore Ihegufst. Ti'appists.howOver, luxvo 
little neeil of them. 


, At each placo were a woodrn cpoou 
and fork, u plate, n jug of water, mid 
another jug—u smaller one—of beer, and 
a porringer for soup, which is tho chief 
diet of ihii Trappists. Very ihin .simp ii 
in, the iugrodienls being water, chopped 
vegetables, bread and a little oiJ or but- 
ter. 


Until a few yoars ago no oil)- muttei, 


whether vegetable or animal, \v:w al- 
lowed in liiu Koup, nor wan it permissi- 
ble, except in C;IHJ of sickness, t'.i havu 
move than one meal a day, but tho iw- 
ccssity of relaxing the rule a liltlu was 
realized. Now, during tho six MIUI 
months of tho year, there are two tucultt 
u day—namely, at 11 and (I, but in win- 
ter there is still only one that is called ;i 
meal, and this i:j at 4. Tlieru is, how- 
ever, a gouter—just floinelhilig to keep 
the stoiimcn from collapsing—at 10 in 
the morning. No fish, nor flesh, nor ani- 
mal product, except cheese and butter, 
is eaten by these Trappists unless they 
fall ill, and then they have meat or any- 
tiling elso that they may need to makn 
them well. Theiv is, however, very lit- 
tle sickness among them. 


Tho living of each Trappist probably 


costs no more than .sixpence a day to thu 
community. Assuming that tho money 
brought into i lie common fund by thoso 
who have a private fortune—the fathers, 
as a rule, are men of some independent 
meaim — covers the establishment ex- 
penses, and tho taxation imposed hy tho 
state, there must remain a considerable 
profit on (ho work of each individual, 
whether IMS labors in tho fields or in the 
dairy ami chrcscnioms, or concerns him- 
wlf wilh tin: nalcs and tho accounts, or, 
like (hi- poi-tui- »t the gate, tests wilh an 
inurnment tho ridings of the milk that 
is brought in by the peasants, lest they 
who have been befriended by tho monks 
in sickness and penury should steal from 
Micin in return. 


Tr> devote this purplns obtained hy a 


life of sacrifice, compared to which tho 
material misery of the beggars whom 
they relieve is luxury, to tho lessoning 
of human Buffering, to tho encourage- 
ment of tho family, offering tho hand of 
charity to tho worthy and tho unworthy, 
expecting no honor from all this, and 
not even gratitude, ia a life that makes 
that of tho theoretical philanthropists 
and humanitarian philosophers look ra- 
Uier barren.—Temple. Par,

THE benefits of irrigation lor tho pur- 


poses ol ordinary lariniug and stock 
raising, aside from the production of 
fruits and vegetables, is not generally 
understood ami appreciated. Tlie Kern 
County Californiait mentions an in- 
stance" that very fairly illustrates what 
may be accomplished in this valley on 
many thousands of acres of land which 
ore at present unproductive, and which 
can lie bought, together with the right 
for water for irrigation, at prices within 
the reach ol purchasers of moderate 
means. The Californian says: 


Among the sections of desert land 


which have been reclaimed this year 
under the management oi b. M. Kob- 
erts, by having water brought in and 
the ground then sowed to Egyptian 
corn, are two of which a careful account 
haa been kept. Tliese are section 32, in 
township 27, range 25, and section O m 
township 28, same range. In all 1100 
acres of land was cultivated and the 
product was 17,600 sacks of Egyptian 
corn, each sack averaging 133 pounds. 
This is an average product of lo sacks 
or 2128 pounds of Egyptian corn to the 
acre. The land was first irrigated by 
flooding, and as soon as teams could 
travel over it eight pounds ol 
seed 


was sown broadcast to tbo acre and im- 
mediately turned under with Stockton 
sang plows, which averaged a furrow 
lour inches deep. There was only tlie 
one irrigation. Only these two sections 
were harvested, the many others that 
were planted being led off by stock. 
Upon two sections near by 500 head ol 
cattle were lattcned lor market. The 
corn was planted between July 4lh and 
August 15th, and the harvesting was 
completed just before Christmas. 


Although this is a handsome yield, it 


is only one-hall ol what might have re- 
sulted had time allowed. For bad bar- 
ley been sown in December or January 
at least two tons of grain hoy per acre 
could have been harvested and then 
Egyptian corn put in lor a second crop.

The ;:reat importance of an abundant 


and reasonably cheap supply of gyps1 


as a fertilizer is recognized everywhere. 
Although not uiiiversuliy ellicaciuue, like 
the phosphates, its favorable effect on 
the legumes—pens, beans and clovers, 
including alfalfa—is enough alone to 
jjivc it a prominent place in agriculture. 
Its special importance in California is 
due to the fact {first announced from 
Ihe slale experiment station) that it is 
an effectual antidote to the "black al- 
kali" that afllicts some portions of the 
state, where it impregnates the soil, not 
so much in large, continuous tracts as 
in spots, varying from a fraction of an 
acre to several acres, where little or 
nothing can be nrown, and which mar 
the continuity of fields, vineyards and 
orchards. 


Experience shows, moreover, that as a 


rule such spots extend their urea as irri- 
gation is practiced, invading bearing 
plantations of all kinds and causing loss 
and discouragement. Yet the fact that 
such lands when once reclaimed lire pro- 
fusely and lastingly productive, eonsti- 
tutes'astrong incentive toward the utili- 
/ation of the alkali lands, and renders 
the question of their reclamation for 
culture a very important one. 


The characteristic ingredient of "black 


alkali'1 being carbonate of soda, it fol- 
lows that when gypsum is appliea to 
laud impregnated with il. an exchange 
••r -:hemirn.nnj!redients takes place, the 


oda being converted iulo Glauber 


suitor sulphate of soda, while llie gyp- 
sum 
becomes carbonate of lime or 


chalk. (.ilnul«?r salt, with more or less 
of common suit, constitutes the white 


Ikali, which is rarely abundant enough 


.11 the soils to form a serious obstacle to 
their cultivation, being many limes less 
injurious lo vegetation than the carbon- 
;itr nf soda. 


lint gypsum acts notonlyas a neutral- 


irerof the injurious effect of the carhon- 
ue ul* tuda un the plants thum&ulvus; it ia 
also of essential benefit in that it ren- 
ders friable, and therefore tillable, the 
hard pan always formed in black alkali 
lands ; moreover, it serves to retain in 
llie soil the humus and phosphates 
which the soda has dissolved, and which 
would be leached out of t e land, to its 
great injury, if it were attempted to re- 
claim it bv undcrdrainiiiL' alone. 


These g'uod effects have been verified 


in practice many limes over, outside of 
the successful experiments made at the 
experiment station near Tulare. Hut 
until now, gypsum—laud plaster—has 
been r«t her costly for general use, on 
account of the heavy cost of transporta- 
tion from a distance to the points when- 
it is mainly needed, viz: in the upper 
San .foaqiiin valley; nor has quality of 
the material furnished been always sat- 
isfactory. 


Il is thus a mailer of no little interest 


that another mine lias been (mind and 
partially developed, which combines a 
location near the chief coiiBinnere of 
land piiisU-r with an excellent quality of 
materially easily mined and crushed for 
fanners' use. 
At the suggestion of John 


f?. Pore o( Fresno, the writer has lately 
visited the new mine and believes the 
results of the examination to be of suf- 
tkient general interest for immediate 
publication. 


This mine is located in the ridges bor- 


dering the west side of the great valley, 
just north of Tome creek, and iibnnt live 
milea eouth of the Big Panoehe. It was 
discovered in 181)2 by J. II. Hall of 
Helma, and is owned and worked by the 
1'aoli (iypsuui company of Belm.i and 
Mcmloto, Fresno county; the location 
being about eighteen miles \vest south- 
west from the latter station. 


The main ridge, on which the gypsum 


appears at the highest level, extends 
alKHil :)000 feet along the crock, to which 
it falls off steeply. Toward the north 
there extend from this ridge four spurs, 
from one-third of a mile to one mile 
long, on the crests of which the gypsum 
crops out abundantly, with it gentle dip 
toward the valley. The deposit on the 
cre^t of the main ridge, where most 
wurk has been done, shows a thickness 
of at least thirty feet, but its lower limit 
has not been exposed.
